—While' botanizing on August 6 , 1941, on Mount 
Creylock, 1 walked down from the summit to the Bellows Pipe 
and then followe'd the bed of Notch Brook northward, down 
stream. Fifty minutes afte'r leaving the Be'llows Pipe I came' 
ujion a plant, growing at the wate'r’s ('dg(‘, with the habit of a 
Habenaria but with a saccate lip. It proved to Ik* Serapias 
Uelleboriiie L. It was 59 (un. high with a spike' 15 cm. lenig 
bearing 26 fleiwers. There was a se'ceenel smalle'r ste'in which hael 
been somewhat injured but wliich bore several flowers. This I 
took for a rea'ord specimen. 1 later h'ft the bed e>f the* broeik and 
e*ame back to the Belleews Pipe by way of the' trail we'st of the 
breiok. Some 50 feet to the* right (west) of the trail, where it 
e'lne'rges from the* woodland into the o|)en we'cdy pasture of the 
Bellows Pipe*, 1 came upein aneether specimen of Serapias (in the 
we)e)elland) whie*h was of the same height as the first eine but 
with a spike* 20 cm. long bearing 29 fleewe'rs. The* jilants we*re 
pi’eibably a thirel e)r pe'i’haps a half mile^ apart and far—mile's 
preebably—fi-eem any habitatieen ane .1 with ne) drainage* frenn a 
habitation.
